don't think so but I didn't measure it. 
My estimate was more like 25 miles. 
Take your choice. The course was quite 
fast, choppy and dusty, but without any 
real distinguishing features.

Both of the problems stem from 
inexperience. The Dusters are not 
wanting for enthusiasm and the ability 
to work. There was ample evidence of 
this. I wasn’t even in the race and I had 
to fight off eager checkers who were 
going to mark my tank card no matter 
what and get me on my way. I think 
everyone who even knew a Duster was 
out there Sunday and working. They 
were also much more cooperative about 
producing results than most desert 
clubs, which is muchly appreciated. 
Since there are only ten active club 
members, each must do a couple jobs, 
and I must emphasize again that 
everything that could be accomplished 
by hard work and enthusiasm was. But 
some things require knowledge and 
experience and this was lacking. 

The Duster’s race drew 550 entrants 
and was started almost on time, a 
hopeful sign. With the enthusiasm that 
they have already demonstrated and the 
experience they have gained in this race 
to guide them, I’m sure their next effort 
will be an unqualified success.

EAST GERMANY, August 26, 1970 — In the East German round of the 250cc world 
championship series, Sylvan Geboers won, but Joel Robert took the lead in the 
championship points standings. Robert only took second on the East German race. 
This unlikely event occurred because, under FIM scoring, only the best seven 
performances of a rider are totaled for the championship. Geboers win only replaced 
a lesser performance, so he actually netted only a few points, while Robert's net gain 
was the total from his second place. 

The Championship points table now shows Robert 96, Geboers 94. For Robert to 
improve his score in the final two rounds he must win, nothing less. Geboers can 
better his score by finishing in the top two. In third place and virtually out of 
contention is Miroslov Halm. 


Cycle Land Rejected 


CARSON, CALIF., Aug. 25, 1970 — Bob Bailey's Cycle Land, which had been in a 
topsy-turvy situation ever since it was first planned to be opened in mid-July, went 
before the City Planning Commission Tuesday night for approval, but, instead, was 
rejected and will close down without ever opening. 

The move came as a shock to many who were very optimistic after a previous 
hearing in which it was discovered that land ownership was in question. At that time, 
the voting was postponed until Bailey could refile with the city. 

Between that time and the meeting Tuesday, the apparent "'friendliness" of the 
board shifted and the proposed 13-acre cycle park converted from a golf course was 
put down. 

With the closing of Cycle Land, Ascot Park remains the only riding area in the 
Southern Los Angeles Coutny area not menaced by local and county police.

Baumann Improving 


NAPA, CALIF., Aug. 28, 1970 — Art Baumann, professional racer for the Suzuki 
factory, still remains in serious condition at the Queen of the Valley Hospital after 
sustaining a skull fracture during a fall at the AFM road race in Vaccaville, Calif., last 
Sunday. 

Although still under intensive care, his condition is improving daily, says Ron 
Grant, Baumann's close friend and Suzuki teammate. 

“Except for a six-inch skull fracture,” Grant reports, “Art sustained no other 
physical injuries. He came out of a coma Tuesday but cannot retain consciousness for 
very long.” 

Baumann is not coherent and is suffering from a loss of memory. “‘This is caused", 
says Grant, “to the swelling of the brain which always occurs after a strong blow to 
the head.” 

The veteran road-racer also states that Baumann believes he is in constant pain 
throughout his body, “but, this, too, is caused by the swelling and not by any 
injuries, It should end as the fracture heals and the brain returns to its normal size.”

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SEDALIA, MO., AUGUST 30, 1970 — 
Dick Mann, veteran of the AMA 
National Circuit and one of the major 
contenders for the Grand National 
Championship honors suffered a broken 
leg today and will be forced to retire for 
the remainder of the year. 

The 37-year-old Mann went into 
today’s action holding second place in 
the battle for the coveted Number One 
plate but had to turn over the 
competition to current leader Jim Rice 
and today’s winner of the 20-Mile Dirt 
Track Championship, Gene Romero. 

By winning, Romero has taken over 
second place from Mann and has also 
moved above the 400 point barrier. It 
was only the first National 
Championship victory in the past two 
seasons for Romero, who has won only 
one other National during his five-year 
Expert career: the 20-lap Dirt Track 
Championship at Lincoln, Nebr., on 
August 11, 1968. 

To gain the checkered flag, Romero 
was not very hard pressed except in the 
early laps. 

As the Experts performed their ritual 
of introduction, a lot of Jim Rice 
vibrations were in the air, as might be 
expected with his six National’s already 
won this year. But as the leaders went 
away and appeared coming out of turn 
four, it was Roger Reiman, Don Castro, 
Romero, and Rice in the Expert Main. 

Reiman and Rice had each broken 
the 40 second mark in the time trials, 
which is very fast for a mile track, an 
average of about 90 mph. Reiman 
received about $200 for his 39.96 
clocking for the pole position in his 
heat. 

Romero had moved past Reiman by 
lap two with Castro on his rear wheel. 
s Rice also passed him on the fourth lap 
“i - to move into third. But, now with an 
: open track in front of him, Romero 
pulled away slowly but surely for the 
rest of the race. 

Although he did lap one rider, the 
rest of the field was less than half a lap 
behind at the finish. 

Castro held a secure second midway 
in the race, which was his best 
performance on dirt this season. 

In the flag lap, Romero went by, then 
Castro, and a few second later in a tight 
group followed Rice, Larry Palmgren 
and Mert Lawwill. Mert, finally, was 
rewarded for his thinking-man style as 
his Harley-Davidson XR carried him 
from sixth to even with Rice and 
Palmgren on lap 19. As the trio headed 
for the flag it looked like a dead heat 
until Palmgren raised his hand, 
indicating a blown motor. Mert shot by 
on the left and Rice did likewise on the 
right. Rice was awarded third, Mert 
fourth, and Palmgren fifth. Dave Aldana 
К ps was next just ahead of Ken Pressgrove. 
Dave Aldana and Jim Rice share a chuckle. pL а БЕ EUM Ө A 
had beautifully prepared three-cylinder 
machines on hand and rode them in 
practice. Only Pressgrove, however, used 
his in the actual race. Eveidently, the 
others opted for the reliability of the 
twins over the power of the triple. 

Bart Markel, Walt Fulton and George 
Roeder rode KR's today, and, even 
more surprising, perhaps, all but two of 
the XR's survived the day without 
breakdown. 

The Expert heats began about 11:30 
a.m. as the thermometer at the Missouri 
State Fairgrounds pushed methodically 
toward the three-figure mark. Larry 
Palmgren, Rice and Romero were heat 
winners with only Palmgren having 
trouble. 

Reiman led the first heat for about 
six laps until the younger brother of 
Chuck slipped past on turn one. 
Outbraking the Harley rider, Palmgren 
led the pack along the narrow groove 
for the remainder of the race. 

Pressgrove reached the Main Event 
only after he rode his BSA 3 to victory 
in the semi. 

Chuck and Larry Palmgren, having 
both earned spots in the Expert feature, 
watched happily as brother Dennis 
paced the field in the first Amateur 
Don Castro, Jim Rice and Cal Rayborn tuck up for the front straight. qualifying heat. Dennis rode agressively 
and used his head, moving through the

last lap. Rick Holly took the second 
Amateur heat. 

As the Amateur qualifiers revved 
their motors at the line for the feature, 
the Beauchamp pit crew could be seen 
along the sidelines frantically and 


sweatily pushing Rex’s Harley. But, 
when the clutch was dropped, the rear 
wheel refused to turn; it appeared that 
his engine had seized, possibly as a 
result of the extreme heat. Rex seemed 
to wave the race off himself, as no 
sooner had he indicated to the flagman 
his retirement, the field was off. 

Gary Fisher, returning to the 
National Championship circuit for the 
first time since his crash at the Newsies, 
took an early lead. Dennis Palmgren 
made a replay of his heat by moving 
steadily through the pack but he could 
not quite catch the flying Fisher. Rik 
Holly took third. 

It was in the Expert Main when Mann 
suffered his fracture when he was 
involved in a collision with Rice and 
Palmgren. None of the riders fell, 
however, but Mann was forced to leave 
the race. Not only is he out of the race 
for Number One plate, but also for the 
Trans-AMA motocross series coming up 
this fall. з;

Hughs started in a good 
position; Cram was inapoor one, Hughs 
quickly worked his CZ to the front, It 
took Cram three laps to get within 
striking distance of Hughs, One lap later 
it looked as if Hughs had it made as 
they were both less than a minute from 
the checkered flag. As they negotiated 
a sharp right turn at the bottom of a 
steep hill, Hughs seemed to drop his bike 


and start running, Actually, his rear tire 
blew and it was all he could do to stay 
on his feet, Meanwhile, Cram cruisedon 
home for the big points, Hughs had run 
briliantly, but for his efforts had to 
settle for third overall.

There was one impressive rider who 
will go nameless this time, He entered 
with the 250 Juniors and took first in 
A division until someone found out he 
is a card-carrying expert in a well- 
known motorcycle organization, Although 
this sort of cheating is nothing new, 
riders like this still ought to have a higher 
opinion of their abilities, 

The track was a new layout which kept 
riders plently busy at all times. The 
course also took more than its fair 
share of hubs, rims, and forks, Per- 
haps the biggest culprit was a drop- 
off that one encountered right after a 
small jump. Most riders found this quite 
difficult to negotiate because the ground 
under the drop is at an awkward, upward 
angle. Crash! 

The day was pleasant and warm and 
while 23 members of the RESCUE first 
aid service were on hand, none of them 
were really needed, But if the bikes could 
bleed, it would have been a different 
story.

This is the first of four articles 
dealing with insurance related to 
motorcycles and cyclists. In this article 
there will be a general discussion of 
insurance from several points of view, a 
look at the availability problem and a 
method of judging cost and value. In the 
following weeks we will look in more 
detail at the different types of 
insurance. 

To begin to understand the endurance 
game you must relize and thoroughly 
believe one simple statement: Insurance 
companies do not make their money 
from insurance. They sell insurance in 
order to accumulate money to invest. 
To the consumer, insurance looks like a 
gamble in which he (the consumer) is 
betting a certain amount (the premium) 
that a certain event won’t happen (an 
accident). He wins if the event does 
happen and collects the face value of the 
policy. From a logical point of view this 
is a correct analysis. Unfortunately 
when business and the state become 
involved in an operation, logic 
evaporates in a hurry. 

Since, in the company's view, writing 
policy is just a necessary evil and 
investment is where it's really at, it 
follows that the stock market is going to 
have a great influence on the insurance 
business and this is indeed the case. 
When the market is poor, the companies 
do not want to accumulate money that 
they are going to lose in the market, so 
they “retire” from the insurance 
business, or at least some parts of it. 
Their brokers are instructed not to write 
certain types of policies and coverage 
becomes very hard to find. When the 
market is good, brokers may be able to 
place a client with any number of 
companies. 

To the insurance company, the 
ability to predict losses accurately is 
most important. There is a kind of 
**gentleman's agreement" among 
insurance companies that payoffs will 
not exceed 50% of the money taken in. 
However, if less than 50% is paid out, 
the competition starts looking seriously 
at the market. Thus the insurance 
companies want clients who will be 
predictable within very narrow limits. It 
doesn’t matter what the actual losses 
are, as long as they can be accurately 
predicted and the insurance companies 
can be sure of their 50%. Enter the 
“Rule of large numbers.” 

The rule of large numbers, as the 
insurance brokers refer to it, is nothing 
more than a non-scientific way of 
stating that the more events you 
observe, the more closely statistical 
mean will approach the average event. 
For example, if you flip a coin once, 
you don’t know what will happen. It 
might be heads or tails. Flip it ten times 
and you could bet a sizable amount of 
money that you wouldn’t get all heads 
or all tails. Flip it a million times and 
you could bet that 50% of the time it 
would land heads and you’d be right to 
at least two decimal places! Such is the 
statistical accuracy of large numbers. 

The insurance companies don’t know 
what's going to happen to your

motorcycle in the next year, but if one 
company was to insure, say, all of the 
250cc motorcycles in the country that 
are used on the road, in a very short 
time they could predict very accurately 
what their losses would be. In fact, 
though, one insurance company seldom 
gets a large enough "number" to ensure 
predictability. 

When this happens, the company 
simply charges whatever the market will 
bear or gets out of that particular line of 
insurance. If the “number” is 
statistically insignificant, as most are in 
the motorcycle insurance business, each 
broker keeps a “loss history" which is 
simply a record of the amount he has 
paid out. If his loss history with a 
company shows that he is not taking in 
twice as much as he is paying out, he 
loses that particular company and must 
find some other company to write 
policies with. 

If a broker loses his underwriters, he 
is out of business so he doesn’t do it if 
there is any possible way to avoid it. His 
methods for avoiding an “in the red” 
operation are primitive but effective. He 
notices that thieves prefer Harleys so he 
raises the rates on Harleys and 
discourages Harley owners -from doing 
business with him. He notices that there 
were two accidents involving 
motorcycles with raked-out front ends, 
so he tacks a 10% surcharge on 
choppers. There is no science here; it’s 
purely pragmatic. If three bikes painted 
red had an accident in some broker’s 
area there would be a surcharge on red 
motorcycles. You pay for what the 
previous rider did. 

For the rider this situation is a real 
bummer. Under the best possible 
conditions, if he is an average person, he 
will get back 50 cents for every dollar 
invested in insurance, which is a lousy 
deal to start with. But since he’s not 
average (i.e. he’s a motorcyclist) the 
deal is much worse. The more he 
deviates from the average the worse the 
deal becomes. Do you have a large 
motorcycle, a chopper? Are you 
under-age (whatever the hell that 
means)? Do you live in the ghetto 
(which is referred to as “the Black 
community” by those agents who want 
to sell you insurance at astronomical 
rates and "Watts" by those that don't 
want your business at all)? 

The natural question is why would 
anyone buy insurance under these 
conditions. It boils down to three 
different types of needs: real need, legal 
need and moral need. Real need is 
defined very simply: It is insurance to 
cover a loss that you absolutely can‘t 
afford. If you break up your body in a 
race you need medical care and if you 
don't pay for it on the spot, most 
hospitals will let you bleed to death in 
their waiting room and bill your widow 
for the mess. Medical insurance you 
need. If you're a student and have saved 
three years to buy your Bonneville, and 
you still have five years to go in school, 
you need insurance. If you have a home 
or small business that its taken you 
some time to acquire, you need liability

(especially if you’re a poor driver). 

Some people will say that they feel 
that they have a moral obligation to 
financially protect people with whom 
they come into violent contact. This 
notion is at best mistaken and at worst 
supremely hypocritical. To protect 
others with liability insurance, you must 
donate one dollar to an insurance 
company for every dollar's worth of 
protection that you buy. A moral law 
that requires you to support an 
insurance firm is strange indeed. Usually 
those who claim they need insurance for 
moral reasons, also claim the. right to 
drive like idiots and endanger everyone 
for a half mile around because they're 
"insured". If you drive like you really 
care about the person in front of you, 
you have no moral problems. Even if 
you hit him, you cannot hold yourself 
responsible for that which you couldn't 
prevent. 

The meaning of legal need is obvious. 
If you are a promoter you will not be 
allowed to operate without spectator 
insurance. This doesn't mean that 
anyone must be protected, only that 
insurance must be purchased. Some 
states require that all drivers be licensed, 
while others like California have what is 
euphimistically called a ‘‘Financial 
Responsibility Law”. The insurance 
companies don’t like these laws because 
they are sometimes put in the position 
of having to do business at only a 
moderate profit. But those who are 
really hurt by these laws are minorities. 
Notice that the poorer you are, the 
more you must pay for insurance. A 
wealthy person with say, two cars, a 
house, a boat and a bike can buy his 
insurance at bargain-basement rates. 
Any 18-year-old Chicano would have to 
pay half the cost of his scooter to get it 
insured. There is a term for this kind of 
operation: Exploitation. 

If you must buy insurance, there is a 
way to evaluate it. First you must 
compute the money odds. This is the 
ratio of the money to be paid to the 
money to be credited. If you must pay a

premium of $100 per year and your 
policy is for the cost of bike, you figure 
out what your bike will be worth 
halfway through the year and subtract 
the deductible from that figure. Say 
that you have a new Yamaha DTI. 
When its half a year old it will probably 
have a vlue of $600.00. If your 
insurance has a deductible of $100.00, 
your money odds 500:100 or 5:1. 
These are only the odds if you wipe out 
the bike completely. More likely, you 
will do less so adjust the figure 
accordingly. Let’s say that your real 
money odd in this case are 3:1. The real 
odds are the odds on your having an 
accident or suffering a loss through fire 
or theft. You must figure these out on 
the basis of your riding habits, your 
neighborhood, the desirability of your 
bike to thieves and whatever other 
factors you can think of. In my own 
case, having owned a road motorcycle 
for ten years and ridden some 60,000 
miles without accident, I place the odds 
rather high against, about 1,000 to 1. 
You must evaluate your own case, but 
one you get past the first month, the 
odds increase in your favor very rapidly. 

When you have the real odds and the 
money odds, you simply compare them. 
In the example, money odds 3:1, real 
odds 1,000:1. A really terrible deal. The 
worst slot machine in Vegas is saintly by 
comparison. If you are considering two 
insurance companies, compute the odds 
with both of them and compare them to 
each other. 

The outlook for a better system is 
pretty bleak. Certainly no one is ever 
going to get insurance companies to act 
in the public interest. Increased profits 
are the only motivating force. Profits 
can only be increased by 
across-the-board rate increases or by the 
exploitive methods described earlier. 
Neither solution is viable. 

Next week we will look more closely 
at insurance for the roadrider. In the 
following weeks we will explore. the 
insurance possibilities for the off-road 
rider and the competition rider.

SACRAMENTO, CALIF. Aug. 30, 1970 
— Whether or not Bob Grossi can beat 
Jim Wilson is still unanswered, but there 
is little question now that Southern 
California team motocrosser can beat 
their counterparts from the North, as 
the boys from below persistently 
plodded to victory at nearby White 
Rock Cycle Park this Sunday. 

The long advertised and much 
awaited Expert Team Race, however, 
was hardly a run-away for the Southern 
Californian’s, with the Jim West led 
team having to overcome a six point 
deficit after the second moto to win 
overall honors by 15 points, 164 to 149. 

True to form, Bob Grossi was the 
day’s standout, finishing first in the 
initial and third moto, and placing 
second behind West in the middle 
round. But the southern team effort was 
just too much for even a super-start like 
Grossi. 

Drawing from his seemingly endless 
“bench strength”, South team manager 
and Bay Mare Race Promoter, Dave 
Grove, effectively used non-original 
team members, Bill Silverthorne, Mark 
Blackwell, Mike Runyard and Tom 
Rapp to overpower his opponents. 
However, the use of reserves was an 
absolute necessity, as top south riders, 
Jim Wilson and Tim Hart, were out with 
injuries and John DeSoto is visiting the 
CZ factory in Czechoslovakia. 

The Junior team race was virtually a 
southern benefit, with Doug Grant 
leading a very powerful squad to a 
decisive 218 to 179 victory, Grant was 
far and away the best Junior of the two 
day meeting, winning all three team 
motos aboard his 250cc AJS on Sunday, 
as well as sweeping the regular 250 
Junior event on Saturday. 

Sunday‘s activities at the relatively 
new and much improved track, got 
underway shortly before noon, with the 
introduction of team members. Then 
followed the first 125cc Expert race, 
where old time motocross pro, Lars 
Larson, won the first moto, plus oveall 
honors, after some spectacular dicing 
with Dave Rodgers. But 13 year old Bill 
Grossi, Bob’s brother, was the hero in 
this class, as he transferred after an 
overall victory in the Junior go on 
Saturday, and managed a well earned 
third place finish against some of the 
top small bike Experts in the state. 

The Junior team race was next, with 
northern rider Rory Muscatell jumping 
out in the lead on his 360cc CZ. But 
Doug Grant doesn’t seem to like the 
middle of the pack much and by the 
second lap, he had taken over the lead. 
And that’s the way it ended, Grant first 
and Muscatell second. Furthermore, the 
south was firstest with the mostest, 
team-wise, scoring 72 points to the

north’s 64. The rest of the Junior team 
motos were more or less repeats of the 
first go, with Grant taking first place 
and the south gradually increasing its 
lead. 

The Expert team race, however, was 
anything but predictable and was up for 
grabs until the final rider crossed the 
finish line in the last moto. 

Sacramento’s Carl Cranke, aboard a 
super swift big CZ, jumped out in the 
lead, followed by surprising Mark 
Blackwell, Grossi and WEst. By the 
second lap, Grossi had pulled in the lead 
(“I just couldn't keep him back,” 
Blackwell commented after the race), 
with Cranke second, Blackwell third and 
West fourth. The northern fans were

Nicholas Sweeps Ascot Half Mile 


GARDENA, CALIF., Aug. 28, 1970 — 
Ten different Expert riders have won 
the Ascot half mile final this season but 
only two of the ten had won it more 
than once up until last Friday night. 


Jody Nicholas scored his second 
sweep of the year and now joins Mert 
Lawwill and Tom Rockwood as the 
only riders to win the 15 lap feature 
more than once. 


Nicholas and his Harold Allison 
Norton again showed the horsepower 
edge on the straightaways to top the 
field. Lloyd Houchins held off the 
Norton with his Triumph for six laps 
before giving way and then holding for 
an eventual second place. 


Lloyd was the equal to Nicholas on 
the turns but the powerful Norton has 
weekly displayed that it has few equals 
on the long and fast chutes. This was 
the margin, and edge, for the win. 


Jody also topped Houchins for the 
trophy dash win but it was Houchins 
who topped Nicholas for fast time 
honors in time trials. The only battle 
Nicholas did not win during the evening 
of weekly professional half mile racing. 


Ralph White, riding the BSA that was 
originally built for Nicholas, again was 
forced out of the final due to 
mechanical problems. The second 


straight week, in fact. White was the 
only rider not around at the finish. 
Earlier, White had posted the fourth 
fastest time trial and later ran third in 
the dash. 


Luck was riding with Ron Kruseman 
in one of the Expert heat races. Mike 
Haney completely lost his mount in the 
north turn, sending Kruseman over the 


fallen machine and high and far into the 
air. What first appeared to be an 
extremely bad accident later proved to 
be a walk-away for both riders. 


In practice, Amateur Chuck Hart 
stuffed an ancient H-D into the 
crashwall but later walked away. Chuck 
did not fly as far as Kruseman who 
actually cleared the wall and landed 
behind the famous fence. 


The weekly battle in the Amateur 
final between the north and south of 
California went to the north for the 
second straight week. Wayne Hosaka 
held off charging Nick Theroux for five 
of the ten laps before the BSA from the 


north passed the BSA from the south. It 
was Nick’s second main event win in the 
last four outings. The best Triumph 
showing came from Stan Rogers who 
started in the second row but came up 
strong to finish third. 


Kris Bakke and his BSA posted the 
fastest Amateur time trial but ignition 
troubles cancelled his chances for a 
second straight main event win during 
the heat race. 


The two Texas “Hotshots”, Mike 
Kidd and Barry Patrick made another 





appearance at Ascot with one of the 
two making it to the Novice final. Both 
were somewhat of a disappointment due. 
to the fact they were constantly viewed 
shifting gears most of the way around 
the fast oval that always finds the front 
runners getting into top gear off the line 
— and staying there. Patrick pulled a 
third in his heat race and another third 
in the semi but only two transferred 
from the semi to the final. 


Kidd, the kid who has to be the 
youngest appearing Novice since the 
days of Tom Rockwood when he wore a 
green plate, grabbed a second in his heat 
race behind Gary Scott and then ran 
fifth in the final. Patrick rode a Yamah 
with Kidd Bultaco mounted. 


The usual Ken Roberts-Gary Scott 
duel took place as usual for a few laps. 
Scott, the main event winner the 
previous two times out, led the first two 
laps before Roberts took over. 


lt was still close at the end of five 
laps but the weekly duel ended when 
Scott pulled to the pits. Seldom do 
these two riders both have it all put 
together on the same night. When it 
does happen it produces some of the 
best 250 racing ever. 


Two races are on tap this coming 
weekend for the AMA pros. Thursday 
night finds the riders, all of them on 
150:s for the annual short track races at 
the Lancaster Fair. The Experts will find 
the going rough against Roberts and 
Scott. Then it is back to Ascot for the 
half mile on Friday. The annual Ascot 
half mile National is now just a couple 
of weeks away and the meeting again 
tends to serve as a get-ready for the 
annual “Biggie”.

THE PROSPECTOR'S GREAT MOON TRICK

EL MIRAGE, CALIF., August 29, 1970 
— On what was probably the darkest 
night of the year, the Prospectors MC 
staged an enduro which started one 
minute after midnight! Somewhat over 
300 riders showed up plus the usual 
contingent of pit crews, wives, girl 
friends and kids. Of course, most of us 
had no intention of riding that thing; we 
came out to see the Prospectors do their 
thing. They advertised a nice full moon, 
even called it “The Moonshine Enduro” 
and anyone who could read knew there 
wasn’t supposed to be any moon at all 
on the 29th. So we came to see how the 
Prospectors were going to do it. Turns 
out they didn’t. Didn’t even make a 
good try, in fact. There wasn’t even a 
sliver of moon until five in the morning 
and by then everyone was too tired to 
care. When it became obvious that the 
Prospectors weren’t going to produce 
the moon, most of us, having nothing 
better to do at that time of night, 
decided to ride the enduro, but I heard 
that a few magic freaks did boycott the 
event in protest. 

Even though the Prospectors -are 
lousy magicians, they do produce rather 
good enduros and this one was no 
exception. It would have been easy to 
make the run either much too hard or 
much too easy, either of which would 
have been disastrous, the first to the 
riders and the second to the club. In 
fact though, to this rider the run seemed 
just about a perfect blend of dirt road 
and not-too-difficult trail. If anything, 
there might have been just a tad too 
much dirt road in the second half, but 
that comes under the heading of 
nit-picking. 

Riding the desert at night, especially 
on a very dark night, is a wild 
experience. Lots of things that you take 
for granted just evaporate with the 
sunlight but there are other 
compensating advantages. For instance 
when you get off the trail, you feel 
very, very much alone. You don't have 
to be off the trail and out of sight of 
other riders for more than about two 
minutes before you begin cataloguing 
your personal items (like matches and 


. water), and wondering why you didn't 


wear some heavier clothing. But where 
in a daytime enduro you'd have to 
painfully backtrack in order to get back 
on the trail, in a nightime enduro you 
just make it up the nearest rise and sure 
enough you'll see a string of lights 
marking the course just like a map! 
Light travels much farther than sound, 
and I would guess that you could be 
miles off cpurse and still find your way 
back — if you didn't ride into a mine 
shaft. 

Dust, which is a problem in daytime 
riding can become an absolute 
nightmare in the dark. You'll be riding 
along and suddenly the rider in front of 
you hits one of those talcum pockets.

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Before you can say “Oh hell,” you're 
enveloped in a luminous, grey-brown 
cloud. Your headlights turns every 
particle into a little shimmer and 
immediately you’re a thousand miles 
out in space. All perspective is lost: you 
can't tell which way you're going or 
even whether you're right side up. I 
don't know what the best technique is 
for that situation, but I just tried to 
remain in the same position until I rode 
out of it and hoped there wasn't a 
joshua tree or big rock in the middle of 
the trail. I didn't take any falls in those 
dust clouds, but one rider who did told 
me that you really fall hard. It seems 
like, even though it happens very fast, 
you normally can prepare for a fall, at 
least a little bit. In one of those dust 
clouds though, you're not even sure 
where “down” is, and you hit totally 
unprepared. And very hard. If certain 
types of people ever discover the 
sensation of riding through one of those 
dust clouds, LSD might suddenly 
become a drug on the market. 

The enduro started at the Lazy 3 
Cafe in El Mirage and those that found 
their way there by midnight proved 
they were competent enduro riders. The 
town of El Mirage isn’t on any map and 
no one I could find around the Palmdale 
area had ever heard of it. I finally just 
headed for El Mirage dry lake and 
hoped for the best. We stopped at the 
Ponderosa and met an old fellow who 
looked like he knew every watering spot 
on the desert who told us just where to 
go. Yep, he knew the Lazy 3 and the 
Silver Spur and the... 

We left 6 on the minute. At the 
starting line you could see every type of 
lighting equipment immaginable. Aside 
from the normal headlights the most 
popular seemed to bea small light worn 
on the head like a miner’s light powered 
by a dry cell battery which was carried 
in a pocket. Used by themselves, they 
weren't too successful but іп 
conjunction with a normal light, they 
were the hot set up. The Yamahas 
which come with lights seemed to be 
the most popular choice for this run, 
while British products were conspicuous 
by their absence. My Sachs was an 
absolute wonder. One wire, directly 
from the alternator to the headlight 
gave a fantastically steady, bright beam 
all night long. None of the blown bulbs 
you usually associate with this type set 
up and no rectifiers, zenors, batteries 
and assorted ilk. 

From the start we went in a sort of 
semi-circular route (I think) up to Four 
Corners. There were some rocky 
downhills, but not many and some easy 
hills and lots of dust. Since just riding 
was a challenge, keeping on schedule 
was difficult enough to keep the 
interest even of the pros. Although a 
couple of the checks could be spotted, 
(a cluster of lights) most were were 
concealed. A card check system very 
similar to that used on the Greenhorn

was used which was appropriate since 
some of the trails were old Greenhorn 
trails. 

One of the few real gripes that I 
heard about the run concerned the 
layover at Four Corners which was an 
hour and 16 minutes long. That’s too 
long for lunch and not long enough for 
a good nap. Somebody told me that 
they wanted to start at midnight and 
finish at dawn without making the run 
too long and that made the rest period 
necessary. Makes sense and it was kind 
of nice finishing at dawn. 

The last section of the run was over 
the El Mirage dry lake and a trail with 
nice high whoop-de-doos. There was just 
the tiniest bit of light and an early 
morning mist which combined to 
heighten the dust cloud effect. Really 
an eerie feeling. The schedules were 


quite realistic, varying between 15 and 
24 mph, but lots of people decided to 
race and lost lots of points coming in 
early. It was hard to resist the 
temptation to really fly across that dry 
lake. You felt kind of exhilarated after a 
night of trial. 

For many, the enduro was just the 
start of the weekend. They ate breakfast 
and went racing, having their choice of 
either scrambles or desert racing. Others 
spent Sunday sleeping. Lots of big 
names rode the event, and I predict it's 
going to be one of the prestige events of 
the year from now on. It has all the 
ingredients: it's unusual, challenging and 
fun. I'm looking forward to it and next 
year I’m going to put a light on my 
speedometer! If you care who won, 
we'll print the results in a couple of 
weeks. 
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European motocross racers are complaining to me in several languages that they 
wish U.S. racers could give them some competition when they come over here. For 
three years now they’ve come and waxed our fannies and we still haven’t got 
anybody who can put them up to a good race. Not consistently, anyway. 

“We can’t keep racing among ourselves,” one European motocrosser (who 
understandably doesn’t want his name revealed) told me. “There is no improvement 
for us that way,” another explained. 

The Europeans feel that our guys are content to stay on their favorite tracks, 
racing guys they know they can beat. I asked if this was not true all over the world 
and they said yes, but it is a bad thing. One has to race against the greatest 
competition that he can find, on as many different KINDS of courses as possible. 
Only then, they say, can we cause the Europeans to sweat a little. 

Our racers tend to specialize. Some are oggd at mud, others really fly on hard 
tracks. Fine, as far as it goes. But this doesn’t prepare anyone for International 
competition. 

“You have no national champion of motorcross,” one Swede told me. “I have met 
four Americans this year in Europe, each claming to be the American Champion,” he 
said. They were all four number one experts in their own bailiwick, but they were no 
faster than some of the local amateurs on Europe’s home tracks. 

There has to be a bona fide U.S. championship series for motorcross. Next year 
Edison Dye’s International Circus will play 24 separate engagements around the 
country. Already, he says, 200 promoters want dates. 

But series like these won't produce American Champions of International stature. 
It just isn't economical for a talented American to ride all the events in the circus, 
learning, but not earning, when he can stay home and pick up good prize money at 
Bay Mare, Unadilla or wherever. Often, too, sponsors insist that their riders go where 
the bike sales markets are— not always where the best challenges reside. 

There is a way out of this dilemma andinitials are U.S.M.A. That's the club that 
the AMA and the American International affiliate MICUS are supposed to form this 
year. The two groups have cooperated in the past to bring us such matches as 
America versus the World Champions at Daytona and the Houston short track races. 
There it was proved that our road racers are a natch for anybody and American short 
trackers are second to none. AMA has the national know-how and MICUS has the 
international experience. Together they could produce a point-paying national 
motorcross series climaxed by a world championship round in this country. I hope 
they'll hurry up and tie the knot so we Americans can get going.

Several eye-witnesses, including Grant and Hurley Wilvert, the racer running 
second to Baumann at the time- of the accident, state that Art was traveling 
considerably slower (with estimates between 30 and 70) and that he did not crash 
into a wall because there is no wall at Vaccaville. 

It is believed that Baumann slipped on an oil spill which had occurred several laps 
earlier when another bike blew an oil line. 

But Grant does not fully support this. *It appeared to me that Art lost control 
slightly and adjusted while going into the turn. He may had adjusted a bit too much. 
As to the oil, he had passed the spill twice already, as did nearly all other riders on 
the track, and I don't think it was the whole problem." 

Ron Grant was also the first person to reach the unconscious Baumann and he 
states, “The Buco he was wearing did not break, split, or even crack. If you saw the 
helmet, you'd swear the rider had gotten up and walked away uninjured.” 

This statement is supported by Skip Van Leeuwen, this area's representative for 
Buco helmets. “We have checked Art’s helmet out thoroughly to find any reason for 
him having sustained his head injury. We can find none. There is only a small scratch 
on the outside and no dents on the inside." 

Baumann was taken out of the intensive care ward at the hospital and placed in a 
private room because he was creating a disturbance by continuously talking during 
conscious moments. Only his close friends and family can visit but his condition is 
such that he has no knowledge of who he's talking to. 

“He believes," says Grant, “that he got in an accident at Willow Springs.” 


Court Abuse 


KERN COUNTY, CALIF. — Doug Jones and three friends went to Bean Canyon on 
the edge of the California desert April 11 for some trail riding. Encountering a 
Deputy Sheriff on the way, they asked if a portion of land were open and told by 
him that it was, but that the landowner would be closing it to trail riders presently, 
as he was becoming upset with the traffic. 

Motoring a little farther, the four riders met a Deputy Sheriff named Martin 
Badabi who advised them that the trail was closed from that point and asked for 
their names and addresses so that he could record the fact that they had been so 
informed. The four men filled out the little cards the officer gave them and went 
away to ride where it was permitted. 

Recently they each received a summons for “trespassing on private land.” Those 
little cards. Bail for not appearing to answer the charges would be $65 each. Bail if 
they appeared would be $120 each. Doug Johns feels that the court is being misused 
in an attempt to persecute innocent citizens, A representative of the Kern County 
Court said 150 motorcyclists were cited in the same manner. If any reader was also 
issued a citation like Doug Johns and his friends, Doug asks that they call him to help 
squelch this abuse before it goes any farther. His number is (714) 870-1380 days and

The Council was established by the National Traffic and Motor Vehicle Safety Act 
of 1966 to consult and advise the Secretary on Motor Vehicle Safety Standards. 

Wagar brings to the Council wide experience in the field of motorcycle safety. He 
has raced motorcycles professionally, is past president of the former Moto Cycle, 
Scooter, and Allied Trades Association, and was instrumental inthe formation of the 
Association’s successor, the Motor Cycle Industry Council. 

Wagar is presently the Editor of Cycle World magazine, published in Newport 
Beach, California, and has been elected team manger for the American team 
participating in the International Six-Day Trial to be held this year in Spain — the 
largest and oldest off-road motorcycle endurance race. 

The 1970 Competition Congress meeting will be held in Columbus, Ohio, on 
November’s 4th, 5th and 6th... the Congress is made up of delegates representing

Ten years ago, or even five, there 
were not very many motorcycle racers... 
an by young we mean teenagers, But, 
lately, especially with the invention of 
mini-bikes and the mass distribution 
of Hondas and Yamahas to name a few 
brands, the age of racers, particularly 
in the motocross, has dropped, 

And, perhaps, this is the beginning of 
America’s dream, to beat the vastly 
superior European riders, the ones who 
begin racing at a very early age. 

Such is the case with Bob Messer, a 
16-year-old speedster from Los Angeles 
who is one of the up-and-coming MX 
stars of the future. 


As is the story becoming so common 
today, Messer first started riding at the 
age of six when his father got him ona 
1956 rigid frame CZ, His only trouble 
in those days was reaching his feetdown 
to the pegs and gear shift. 

His experience grew as he grew, and 
by the time he was a very early teen- 
ager, Bob began hitting the courses 
around this area with particular inter- 
est in the desert. 

Then about 18 months, ago Messer 
made the change to motocross and says, 
“This is the only way to ride.” 

As a Sachs mounted junior, he stayed 
in the small bike classes and continued 
to move up until a month and a half ago 
he started riding the 250cc classes 
aboard a twin pipe CZ, That was when 


he blew this machine and climbed on a 
C-B Motors Bultaco and showed his 
versatility. 

The latest word now is that he has 
received a factory ride on a Maico and 
he should be seen on the local tracks 
riding this machine soon, 

The Narbonne High School student is 
at first very hesitant about riding the 
up-coming Inter-Ams, Partly because of 
School and partly because he believes he 
still needs more experience. But, after 
thinking about it, Messer has finally 
decided he will run in at least one of the 
scheduled events, 

Bob intends to stay with motocross as 
long as he can, The only question nowis: 
How long can motocross stay with Bob 
Messer?

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Glen Kyle always has been somewhat 
eccentric to the traditions that have 
grown up around the very specialized 
sport of Class A’ hillclimbing. For 
example, against the tried and true 
Indians and Harley-Davidsons, he has 
campaigned a Vincent for several years, 
choosing to follow his own thinking in 
motor design. 

The net result has been three National 
Championships, in 1963, 1965, and 
1966. And since Glen injured his wrist 
and sold the Vincent to 1969 National 
Champion Beese Wendt in 1967, the 
machine has taken one more AMA 
Championship and a Canadian National 
Championship, further proving the 
soundness of his technical leanings.

Kyle, an extraordinary machinist 
from Goshen, Indiana, and father of 
three, found himself too busy to ride 
when he recovered from his injuries. 
Instead, he had taken up flying and was 
considering doing it commercially. 

However, when he decided it wiser to 
stay with his established profession, he 
realized that flying as a mere hobby was 
not satisfactory for him. It was too 
time-consuming and too expensive. 

Glen began to miss the hills and the 
noise of the Class A fuelers. A general 
idea for his new hillclimbing special had 
been forming in his mind for several 
years now, and in 1969 he began to lay 
plans with a new motor he had never 
seen the insides of. It was a cammer, 
and that is all he cared about. 
Theoretically, it was what he wanted, 
and the practical problems would just 
have to be worked out in the shop. 

The following is the story of his 
revolutionary, fuel-burning, overhead 
cam hillclimber. 





Long before Glen Kyle injured his wrist, 
turned his Vincent over to Beese Wendt, then 
sold it to him in 1967, he had been thinking 
of an overhead cam Class A hillclimber. The 
dream was a logical conclusion of the 
direction his engineering theories had taken 
during his career as a professional rider. 

Kyle concentrates on the breathing 
efficiency of the internal combustion engine. 
Because the runs fora hillclimber are relatively 
short, such a special machine has needs similar 
to those of a dragster. Within reasonable 
limits, one doesn’t worry about heat and 
piston speed. Tremendous horsepower in one 
place and at one time is needed, so attention 
should be directed to the greatest volumetric 
efficiency over short periods of time. 

The motor must inhale and exhale great 
gulps of gas and air as rapidly as possible. 
Achieving this goal had led Kyle down what 
seems to be a strange road with the successful 
Vincent. The final result was a motor that 
reversed the major rules that most racing 
engines follow. 

For example, with a track racer the tuner

Dellortos with separate float bowls meet the Eagle’s fuel and air needs. Length of velocity 
tube is determined mathematically. The screen supplies the bare minimum of air-cleaning, 


frequently bores out a slightly smaller motor 
in an effort to increase the volume while 
keeping the stroke and thus the amount of 
piston travel the same. With the hillclimbing 
Vincent, though, Kyle took the opposite 
approach. He began with a 1000cc machine 
and sleeved it down to 750cc. This gave him a 
motor that would conform to the AMA 
motor limit for overhead valve Class A 
hillclimbers, and it gave him a motor with a 
long stroke and oversized combustion 
chambers. 

With the 1000cc Vincent heads he had 
room for valves that were very large in 
comparison to what he could get into any 
other 750cc engine. A great amount of piston 
travel didn’t matter. The runs are short and 
overheating and seizure are unlikely if 
lubrication is adequate.. 


So through the small-bore Vincent with its 
large valves and oversized combustion 
chambers, Kyle achieved the volumetric 
efficiency he wanted for his Class A bike. 
However, mechanical efficiency, he felt, was 
limited by the design of the pushrod motor. 
An overhead cam machine would have less 
reciprocating weight and therefore a higher 
rate of acceleration, but such a mechanism 
was not available on any suitably large motor. 

Glen at first toyed with the idea of grafting 
450cc Ducati heads to the Vincent cylinders. 
It was a makeshift scheme based on necessity 
rather than desirability, for nothing else was 
available. Mounting problems would have to 
be solved, then driveshafts would have to be 
fabricated and mounted to transfer the power 
from the Vincent's camshafts to the Ducati 
heads. It sounds impossible, but, afterall, Kyle 





had fabricated many of the parts for the 
Vincent, including the pistons. 

But then the three-times National 
Champion cracked his wrist, sold his Vincent, 
and went into a brief retirement. During this 
period, at least two desirable motors became 
available, and, fortunately, when Kyle 
returned to professional competition, he 
could shelve the idea of the overly difficult 
Ducati-Vincent marriage. 

At first the Honda Four was considered. It 
had the overhead cam design Kyle wanted, and 
it was the proper size, but it also was heavy, 
and the multiplicity of cylinders would cause 
tuning problems. For best results, one wants 
to plug one carb into each cylinder, so with 
more cylinders come more problems with 
carburetor syncronization. Besides, Glen 
couldn’t seem to interest anyone at Honda in 
the possibility of having a Honda National 
Hillclimbing Champion, and he wasn’t about 
to invest around $1500 in a road bike and 
pull out its motor for experimentation. 

In the meantime, Jim Snell of Snell’s Cycle 
in Muskegon, Michigan, suggested the /50cc 
Laverda cammer that was being marketed by 
Jack McCormack as the top of the American 
Eagle line. Kyle liked the idea of an overhead 
cam twin, so Snell entered a formal request 
with McCormack International for a motor. 

Apparently Jack McCormack liked the idea 
also, for in the spring of 1970 a nearly 
complete engine arrived in a crate. It was a 
used motor taken from a street machine on 
the west coast. It lacked the electric starter, 
and nothing else from the bike was included. 

But Glen Kyle had all he needed. 
Immediately he took the motor to his home 
machine shop and pulled it down. It looked 
clean. Cylinders, cams, pistons, and valves 
showed little wear. And to his greater 
pleasure, Kyle discovered that the machine he 
chose on a hunch was in fact a tuner’s delight. 
He had gotten it only for its cammed heads 
and its availability, but inside he discovered 
features of design that held promise of a 
superlative competition engine. 

First, there is a very hefty and very 
sufficiently mounted crankshaft. In all there 
are five bearings; balls hold the shaft in the 








outer cases, caged rollers supply support on 
the inner cases, and a fifth needle bearing is 
mounted in the primary drive cover. 

Lifters are oiled by positive lubrication 
right through the rocker arms and onto the 
cams, The camshafts are driven by a double 
row of chain. In short, every feature of the 
motor appears to be designed for heavy use. 

Also, much room for modification seems to 
have been designed into the machine. Valves 
are mounted in the heads at very wide angles, 
leaving plenty of room in the center of the 
dome between the valves. Also, the iron skulls 
around which the aluminum head has been 
cast are very thick, leaving much room for

enlargement. 

In fact, the combustion chambers were 
undersized, and when Kyle machined them 
out to match the cylinders in diameter, what 
had been ample room for larger valves became 
even roomier. Likewise, all ports and valve 
guides are designed so that plenty of cutting, 
reporting, and polishing is possible. 

So Kyle had not only an overhead cam 
engine of the right volume. He also had a 
motor he could modify to his heart's content. 

As we mentioned, the tuner’ feels that 
breathing is of major importance in a 
hillclimbing motor, so for a description of his 
special preparations, it is only appropriate 
that we begin with the upper end. 

Kyle machined out and recontoured the 
iron combustion chambers in the Eagle’s 
head. Formerly, the chambers had been 
under-sized, their diameter being somewhat 
smaller than the diameter of the cylinders. 
This was done because a larger chamber 
contains more area, and therefore larger valves 
can be installed. 

Then the inlet ports and valves were 
enlarged a full quarter inch each, from 1% 


inches to 1 3/4 inches. Exhausts were 
increased from 1 5/16 to 1% inches. The new 
valves to be installed began as 327 cubic inch 
Chevrolet valves, and were properly modified 
for contour and length. 

But the new combustion chamber size left a 
great empty area that the rather flat-topped 
stock pistons did not fill. The replacement 








parts are M.C. brand forged pistons for the 
BSA Victor, chosen by Kyle for their 
generally correct size. They did much to fill 
the need, but still a considerable amount of 
material had to be built up on the crowns by 
heliarc welding. Then they were machined to 
shape with large flat areas ground away for 
valve clearance. Also the skirts were liberally 
knurled to help hold oil. Following Kyle's 
theories, they are a very loose fit. He relies 
upon the rings rather that the piston fit for 
compression. With the loose fit, Kyle intends 
the motor to blow before a piston will 
overheat and stick. 

Wrist pins and connecting rods are stock, 
though the rods are lapped for clearance. 

With the huge valves comes a healthy 
appetite. To satisfy it, the 1 1/8 inch DelLorto 
carburetors with rectangular slides have been 
replaced by 1% inch DelLortoswith separate 
float bowls. Properly modified for the fuel 
diet, they contain oversized jets. As is the 
practice with Class A hillclimbers, no kind of 
flow-restricting air cleaner is installed. Only a 
screened cap is used to discourage entry by 
small birds. 

Carburetor and exhaust tuning is purely 
mathematical, based on an article that once 
appeared on the subject years ago in Hot Rod 
Magazine. Kyle said it made sense and went 
into great detail, so he filed it away, 


assuming the author knew his business. With 
no dynamometer available, Glen has had to 
rely upon such theoretical preparation, but 
performance has not indicated any real error 
in the installations.

Some problem has been experienced with 
wear on the stock rockers. Arrow indicates 
where fuel-diluted oil has failed to properly 
lubricate. 

The results-of the mathematics are long 
velocity tubes on the DelLortos and 


megaphoned exhaust pipes. Exhaust pipe 
diameter at the head remains stock, but the 
length of the pipes as well as the rate of 
magaphone taper have been determined by 
the Hot Rod article. Kyle suspects that after 
major engineering problems are solved, 
eventually the Eagle will have to go on a 
dynamometer for practical refinement. 














The unneeded electric starter was .not 
included with the motor, and the generator 
went in like fashion, into the scrap heap. The 
absence of the two armatures probably 
removes about 15 to 20 pounds from the 
motor. Spark is supplied by battery and 
double points. Further weight is removed in 
the transmission. Everything is eliminated 
except the main shaft and one gear, giving the 
hillclimber a simple in-and-out box for 
transmission of power. This not only 
eliminates total weight; it also avoids the 
rotating weight and friction that absorb much 
valuable horse power. 

Early runs resulted in problems with the 
clutch. To strengthen the unit, Kyle has 
added one steel plate and one friction plate, 
and has upped the spring tension. Finally, a 
whole home-made unit may be necessary, but 
to date the beefed-up standard clutch seems 
to be working. 

Along with the gears and shafts in the 
transmission, shifting and kick starter 
mechanisms were removed to reduce weight. 
Starting is by a portable crank that turns the 
sprocket on the right side of the engine that 
originally held the starter drive chain. 

The clutch is engaged by a cable and lever 
mechanism operated by the left foot, leaving 
the rider’s left hand free to operate only the 
kill button. 

The mild steel frame was designed and 
fabricated by Kyle according to a procedure 
developed. over the years. Glen has his own 
frame jig consisting of a piece of chanel iron 
with mounts for front and rear axles, The 
length between the axles is based on much 
experience on the hills. The correct fork angle 
and length (also based on practical 
knowledge) is determined, the motor is set in 
the chanel-iron as far forward as possible, 
then the welding and bending begin. The 
sprouting result is a two-piece Vincent-type 
frame bolted to' the front and the rear of the 
motor and using the cases themselves as 
members of the frame. Furthermore, the 
frame that Kyle has completed may be 
modified through the installation of rigid 
units or short shock absorbers. The whole rear 
section can move slightly on a pivot at the 
back of the engine, and small shocks mounted 
at the front of the upper rear frame tubes 
allow the rear section to work like a Vincent 
frame. 

However, early runs convinced Glen that 
suspension was not desirable for this 
particular machine. The shocks have been 
replaced by rigid tubes, and finally a lighter 
and totally rigid rear frame section will be 
designed and built. Also, for some reason, 
Kyle discovered that the Eagle worked better 
with a rear section about three inches longer 


than any he had used before. 

The front forks are made from BSA down 
tubes and BSA springs with home-made lower 
tubes. Total travel is three inches. Also, an 
Indian brake of about 1950 vintage is 
installed on the front to help with return trips 
down the hill. The front wheel is a 
twenty-one incher. 
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The Laverda's iron skull combustion chamber 
is undersized in stock form, leaving a lip (A) 
whose diameter is smaller than that of the 
cylinder (B). Scooping the skull out creates a 
larger combustion chamber, increasing valve 
seat diameter by as much as a quarter inch, 
from diameter (C) to diameter (D). The 
dotted line indicates the surface of the new, 
larger chamber and port. 


The rear hub was built by Kyle from 
aircraft aluminum and is basically a copy of a 
Vincent hub, though stronger. 

The only reliability problems with the 
exception of the clutch weakness have been 
the result of the use of fuel. Mainly, the fuel 
attacks and rapidly destroys the rubber cam 
chain tensioners. Kyle feels that either he will 
fabricate new  tensioning discs from 
aluminum, or use none at all. The chain can 
be strung tightly, and tensioners may not be 
necessary on the brief runs. Also, the fuel 
rapidly dilutes the oil and wear has been 
experienced where the rocker arms ride on 
the: cams. Chrome plating has not solved this 
problem, and perhaps rockers will need to be 
built from different material Unlike the 
tensioners, however, wear here has not 
effected performance. 

Also, an all new dry clutch assembly may 
come later. Although the 2.3/1 primary drive 
ratio takes some of the load off the clutch, 
Kyle still feels that a wet clutch is a 
disadvantage for a hillclimber. He states that 
pulling out of a clay pit with a heavily 
chained rear wheel probably puts much more 
load on the clutch and drive chain than any 
dragster ever experiences. 

Glen Kyle's American Eagle now weights 
about 330 pounds wet. This is five pounds 
more than his old Vincent, and even that, he 


says, was on the heavy side. However, 
properly distributed weight can be an 
advantage to a hillclimber if the motor is 
powerful enough to move it. Horsepower for 
the 750cc engine has reached about 90.

One nice thing about the early model 250 
and 305 Honda twins was the fact that the 
engines were basicly the same whether they 
were mounted in a ‘Dream’ a ‘Hawk’ or a 
‘Scrambler’ frame. A problem that seemed 
to pop up occasionally was one of a slipping 
clutch, due to abuse or mis-adjustment; if it 
was bad, it had to be replaced. It was more 
of a problem on the Scrambler model than 
the others, I believe, because the machine 
had rather tall gearing for dirt riding, but the 
owner believed in the name Scrambler so he 
took it to the nearest motorcycle 
playground and if it started to bog down on 
the hills, he started slipping the clutch. 
Needless to say this resulted in a destroyed 


clutch and a trip to the dealer for 
replacement. 
It is common’ knowledge among 


motorcycle riders that if you are going to 
replace the clutch, you might as well put in a 
Barnett clutch and not have to worry about 
it again. It is true that the concensus of 
opinion is that Barnett makes the best 
replacement clutches on the market,

however, in the wrong hands, it too can be 
destroyed, so if you have this problem, 
change your gearing at the same time. Before 
Barnett had manufactured a clutch for the 
Hondas, one dodge when the clutch started 
slipping was to insert another steel plate into 
the clutch assembly and this would beef it 
up enough to get you by. Here is a step by 
step clutch strip in case you want to save the 
cost of the job at your local dealer. The cost 
is not so much anymore as the time the 
machine is tied up in the repair shop with 
the shortage of mechanics that the 
motorcycle industry seems to be confronted 
with nowadays. 


The first step. is to drain the oil 
completely which is almost impossible 
to do, so be prepared for some to come ИИИИЙ 
dripping out when the clutch cover is 
removed. Complete draining can be | 
helped by leaning the machine over to 
the right after it has stopped draining, 
this will get out a little more.

With the pressure plate removed, the clutch driving and driven plates may be 
removed. You may or may not find some of the plates hled in place by the small wire 
spring clips shown here. These are to assist the plates in separating when the clutch is 
disengaged, there is some controversy as to how much good is done by them, but 
they are usually left out without any adverse affects. Use your own discretion on 
this. 


Inspect the steel driven plates for warpage and glazing. If the 
plates are warped, they should be replaced, but if they are just 
shiny and glazed, they can be roughed up with a piece of 
coarse sandpaper and reused again.

Now replace the new driving plates into the 
{clutch assembly and install them back into 
| the clutch hub in the same order that they 
were removed. If you are installing a Barnett 
clutch, it will come with a thick aluminum 
plate that replaces the inside steel plate, thus 
must be installed to give the clutch assembly 
the correct thickness, meaning that you will 
have one steel plate left over when you are 
finished. The plates are installed into the 
hub alternately, driven, driving, driven, etc.
